Those were serions times indesd, when yonr
000k might give warning by taking yoor soalp
or chignon, as the case might be, and making
off with it into the woods., The fowness anl
dearness of servants made It novessnry to oali
in temporary assistance for extraordinary oc-
casions, and hence arose the common nse of
the word *‘help.”’ As the great majority kopt
no servants at all, and yet were liable to nead
them for work to which the family did uo!
sullice, as, for iustancs, o harveay, the nds ol
the word was naturally extendsd to all kinds
of pervice. That it did pol Lave its origin in
any false shamg nt the condition itself, fndaoed
by democratio habite, is plsin from the faot
thiat ft came into use while the word “servant’’
had a much wider application than now, and
cortainly implied no social stigms. Downing
and Hooke, each at differont times, one of
them so lnte a8 1667, wished to place a gon as
servant with one of the Winthrops,

Roger Williams writes of his danghiter that
‘'ghe desires to spend some time ju servics &
liked much Mrs. Brenton, who wantad.” This
was; no doubt, in order to be well drilled Into
hourekeeping, an exawmplé which might be fol-
lowed still to advantage, Jolhn Tinker, him-
gall the “servant” or steward of the second
Winthrop, makes use of theword /Aelp in both
the genses we have mentioned, and shows the
transition of the word from its restricted to ite
